To  The  Chairmn  and  Members  of  the  Erpinghara  Ri^ral  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1951. 

Principal  Notes  on  the  Year. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Rural  District  increased  during  the  year 
from  18,370  to  19,230. (Registrar  General's  estimates). 

The  Birth  Rate  of  12,0  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  lower  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  (15*5)  but  much  the  same  as  that  for  the  Rural  District 
with  the  populations  of  Cromer  and  Sheringham  included  (11,9). 

The  Death  Rate  of  12,2  is  close  to  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  (12,5) 
and  lower  than  that  for  the  Rural  District  with  the  population  of  Cromer  and 
Sheringham  included  (14.0.) 

Among  infectious  diseases  high  returns  were  received  of  whooping  cough  but 
apart  from  this  the  usual  low  incidence  was  recorded. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  on  the  Register  showed  a decrease  to 
112  in  all.  During  the  year  16  new  cases  were  reported,  13  of  them  being  pulmonary. 

Progress  was  made  with  plans  for  the  provision  of  a piped  water  supply  for 
the  major  portion  of  the  district.  This,  with  improved  sewage  disposal,  will  bo  of 
groat  benefit. 

The  imx-)ortanco  to  health  of  adequate  and  accessible  sources  of  artifl'f"Ipl 
light  deserves  mention.  This  is  not  a local  authority  service. 

Housing  continues  to  be,  as  almost  everywhere  else  in  England  and  Wales, 
an  important  and  difficult  problem. 


The  Emaingham  Rural  District. 

The  Erpingham  Rural  District  lies  in  North  Norfolk|  the  Snallburgh, 

St,  Faith's  and  Aylsham  and  Walsingham  Rural  Districts  lying  to  the  east,  south 
and  west' respectively , whilst  the  sea  lies  to  the  north. 

The  coast  line  is  some  20  miles  long,  extending  from  Mundesley  in  the  east 
to  Cley.  in  the  west.  As  far  as  Weybourne  it  is  formed  by  sandy  cliffs  and  beyond 
it  by  marshland  protected  by  shingle  beaches.  Inland  the  country  is  for  the 
most  'art  open  with  much  Variety  of  Heath,  woodland  and  land  under  cultivation. 
There  are  few  natural  barriers, 

Tge  climate  is  bracing.  The  rainfall  is  lew.

The  causes  of  death  cited  above  in  general  follow  bhe  usual  pattern,  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  systen  heading  the  list,  folio’,, ed  by  cancer. 

In  children  under  1 year  of  ago  8 deaths  were  reported;  of  these  4 took 
place  in  the  first  month  of  life.  Two  such  deaths  were  in  illegitimate 
children!  this  nay  serve  as  a reminder  that  the  illegitimate  child  has 
loss  chance  of  survivals

It  irill  be  seen  from  the  above  tables  that  only  in  the  case  of  Whooping  Cough 
was  a major  epidemic  experienced,  (Dne  death  was  reported.  There  are  signs  of 
improvement  in  the  reliability  of  the  preventive  materials  at  present  available 
for  use. 

The  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  sane  village,  five  months  elapsing 
between  them.  Both  suffered  paralysis.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  say  whether 
recovery  will  be  complete  since  some  measure  of  improvement  may  occur  up  to  at 
least  two  years  from  the  onset. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  all  mild  and  made  uneventful  recoveries. 

The  total  of  cases  of  Measles  was  less  than  a seventh  of  the  1950  total. 


TUBERCULOSIS c 

16  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  wore  notified  during  the  year  13  of  them  pulmonary 
and  3 non-pulmonary , These  figures  give  case  rates  of  0,68  and  0,16  respectively 
The  corresponding  case  rates  for  the  administrative  County  of  Norfolk  are  0,60 
and  0,25. 

There  were  2 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year  giving  a death 
rate  of  0,30  This  compares  with  a rate  of  0.15  for  the  administrative  County 
of  Norfolk, 

There  was  no  death  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  thus  the 
death  rate  for  tuberculosis  of  all  forms  was  also  0,10  This  compares  with  a 
figure  of  0,36  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  confirmed  duiing  the  year  though  several 
suspected  cases  were  investigated.

Two  instances  of  infectipn  of  milk  by  bmicexla  abortus  were  brought  to  my 
notice  during  the  year  and  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  the  herds 
requiring  diversion  of  the  milk  for  pasteurisation. 

No  case  of  abortus  fever  was  notified  during  the  year.

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

HOUSING. 

It  is  difficult  to  tjrite  about  Housing  and  at  the  sane  time  to  preserve  a 
balanced  judgment.  It  is  as  well  to  ronenber  that  slow  but  continuous 
inproveraont  in  housing  standards  has  boon  maintained  in  spite  of  two  major 
wars, and  that  in  company  with  an  increase  in  the  population.  The  post  war 
crisis  in  Housing  is  due  to  the  coincidence  of  extensive  war  damage,  inefeas 
in  population,  and  to  a demand  for  high  standards;  the  latter  is  due  in  grea 
measure  to  the  work  of  Public  Health  officers  who  have  proved  by  their 
investigations,  and  subsequently  made  widely  known, t|ie  importance  to  the 
public  health  of  good  housing.  Of  only  less  ir.iportance  than  the  provision 
of  good  houses  is  a wide  knowledge  of  housecraft  and  the  remarkable  achieve- 
ment of  such  bodies  as  the  Women's  Institutes  deserve  passing  mention.

GEI^JERAL  HIOVISIOH  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  ^.REiU 


As  a result  of  the  National  fffalth  Service  Act  which  cane  into  ^operation  in 
194^,  Health  Services  are  provided  almost  entirely  by  official  bodies.  There  is 
a limited  amount  of  private  practice. 

The  official  bodies  are  four  in  number: 

(1)  The  Norfolk  E-x:ecutive  Council. 

This  provides  fhe  General  Practitioner,  Dental,  Pharmaceutical  and 
Ophthalmic  Services* 

(2)  The  Regional  Hospital  Board* 

The  country  as  a whole  has  been  divided  into  regions  and  the  regions  into 
areas  for  administrative  purposes.  The  Erpinghan  Rural  District  lies  in  the 
East  Anglian  region  and  the  Cromer  Area.  Cromer  and  District  Hospital  is  the 
General  Hospital  for  the  area  and  provides  specialist  outpatient  clinics 
for  patients  from  anywhere  within  the  area. 

The  sanatoria  at  Kelling,  near  Holt,  are  also  administered  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  as  are  the  Fletcher  Convalescent  Home  at  Cromer  and  the 
Longacre  blaternity  Home  at  West  Runton. 

Infoctious  diseases  are  treated  at  East  Derehan  Isolation  Hospital, 

(3)  The  Norfolk  County  Council. 

The  Norfolk  County  Council  provides  through  its  various  departments 

(a)  The  School  Medical  Service. 

nil  Schools  in  the  area  are  visited  at  least  once  a year.  At  these 
visits  a systematic  examination  of  entrants  5,  S and  10  year  olds,  and 
leavers  is  carried  out|  arrangementd  are  made  for  the  treatment  of 
defects  found.  All  children  previously  found  to  have  defects  ave  also 
examined  and  any  not  othewise  due  to  be  examined  who  appear  to  require 
it.  Special  examinations  are  made  of  handicapped  children,  where 
necess  ary  in  their  hones. 

blinor  Ailment  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  North  Walsham  and  fortnightly 
at  Cromer  and  Sheringham  to  seirve  these  towns  and  surrounding  districts o 

Children  not  included  in  a school  for  any  reason  are  also  examined  at 
hone,  Examination  is  also  made  of  children  when  transport  to  school  is 
believed  necessary  on  medical  groimds. 

(b)  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 

An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  monthly  at  Holt  and  North  Walsham 
and  fortnightly  at  Cromer  and  Sheringham, 

Village  Centres  are  held  monthly  at  Banningham.  Corpus ty,  Edgefield, 
Gresham,  Matlaske,  Northrepps,  Roughton,  Southrepps  and  Trimingham, 
Immunisation  is  carried  out  at  all  centres  at  least  quarterly, 

(c)  He^th  visiting. 

all  children  under  5 are  visited  regiilarly  in  their  homes  by  a Health 
Visitor.  In  most  cases  the  duty  of  Health  Visiting  is  carried  out  by 
the  local  District  Nurse/t^idwife.  She  also  attends  the  Welfare  Centres 
in  her  area  and  not  Infrequently  assists  at  neighbouring  ones. 

Children  uver  5 come  imder  the  supervision  of  the  School  Nurse. 

(d)  Midwifery. 

This  is  performed  by  the  District  Nurse/MidwiVes  and  the  general 
practitioner-obstetricians  in  the  proportion  of  approximately  1,5  to  1. 
In*  this  district  the  Longacre  Maternity  Home  and  Beckham  House  are 
available  for  confinements  where  domiciliary  confinement  is  considered 
undesirable. 

(e)  Home  Nursing. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Higtrict  Nurse/Midwives  under  the  Norfolk 
County  Nursing  Association,  who  act  as  agents  for  the  County  Council, 
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(f)  Vnccination  and  Irnnunisation. 

This  is  carried  out  by  general  pamctitioners  acting  for  the  County 
Council  and  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  In  the  case  of 
children  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and, 
in  the  case  of  imunisation,  at  the  schools  as  well. 

(g)  Arabulanco  Services. 

These  are  carried  out  by  the  St,  John's  Anbulance  Brigade,  acting 
as  agents  for  the  County  Council. 

(h)  General  noasures  for  the  urevontion  of  Illness.  Care  and  After-Care . 

including  the  provision  of  nursing  oquipnent, 

(i)  Houo  Helps. 

(■i)  Mental  Health  Services, 

(k)  General  Welfare  Services  under  the  supervision  of  the  Welfare  Officer, 

He  visits  Holt  on  Friday  mornings  at  11  a.n,  and  is  available  for 
interview  at  that  tine* 

A.  The  Rural  District  Council. 

The  District  Council  is,  as  ever,  responsible  for  the  control  of 
infectious  diseases  and  environnental  health  and  hygiene,  acting  mainly 
through  tho  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Note:  Laboratory  Services  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Bowthorpe  Road,  Norwich  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,
